LETTER FROM THE FRONT, 


The following letter written on a 
German postal card by a wounded 
Beigian soldier who is a German pris- 
oner, is directed to his brothers Silas 
and Georges Guillon—the latter still 
a resident of Edmonton. Silas Guil- 
lon, dt will ‘be remembered, left re- 
cently for Calgary en route for the 
front. 

“My Dear Brothers: After having 
fought for about ten days our batta- 
lion ‘was caught on the flank side. 
While we were retiring I was wound- 
ed in the right thigh and in the left 
foot because J did not wish to stop. 
My gun had already been taken from 
me, T sought refuge in a barn which 
chanced to be nearby, There I stayed 
fot four days between two fires; a2 
shell firing my hiding place on the 
last day. In the evening the Germans 
picked me up and took me on to Os- 
tend and from thence on to Hanover. 
My wounds are getting on nicely, es- 
pecially the one in the left foot, the 
other will take longer to heal, as the 
bullet pierced its way right through 
the thigh. Have you heard from any 
member of the family in the last three 
months? A thousand kisses.

It is struck: with 
such force that it travels with almost 
the impetuosity of a rifle bullet. Any 
man who dares get in front of one 
will slap a cannon ball in the face and 
call a wild Non names.
